FOR CITY TREASURY. 


Retiring Council and Auditor Will 
Turn Over Fortune in Cash to New 
Administration, Instead of Deficit. 
Noteworthy Accomplishment. — 


W. n. 


$500,000 Christmas paean is to be 

chanted tomorrow by the treasury 

of the city of Los Angeles! 
In direct refutation of the defama- 
tion of the present Council, which is 
to retire January 5, comes the an- 
nouncement of W. C. Mushet, City 
Auditor, and A. J. Wallace. chairman 
of the Council Finance Committee, 
that the reserve fund, a mysterious 
segregation in the city's financial 
bles for over two years past, is to be 
turned over to the new administration, 
and represents a Christmas gift of 
half a-million to the treasury from 
the financial management of the Audi- 
tor and the outgoing Council. 
It has Leen but a few days since the 
Council was pieture!d in a cartoon as 
“the gang running away from an 
empty treasury, showing a deficit of 
$12,000. “The gang” meant the Coun- 
cil and the Auditor—Mushet. Wallace, 
Pease, Dromgold, Wren, Blagchard. 
Clampitt, Healy, Lyon and Yonkin. 
The “deficit” alluded to was the ap- 
propriation of $12,000 more than is. now 
apparent in the general expense fund, 
which has always been used for ap- 
propriations not contained in the gen- 
eral budget. 
But in place of this ‘“leficit” the 
Auditor, the Finance Committee and 
the Council will turn over to their 
su in January a fortune in real 
money, Which has been accumulated 
quietly, while the ctiy has been living 
within ite income, and in addition has 
spent $1,500,000 in permanent improve- 
ments. 
STARTS GREAT ENTERPRISES. 
If the retiring Council had done 
nothing else than to create this finan- 
cial triumph it would merit a vote of 
confidence from the taxpayers. But it 
has done much more. The three years 
of its service have witnesse.! the begin- 
ning of the great enterprises of Los 
Angeles—the great aqueduct, the 
bor improvements, consolidation with 


WILLIAMS, 


the port cities, the power development 
and the expenJiture of niillions in 
street improvements. 

The building of bridges fire-engine 
houses and other structures has been 
made out of current revenve and not 
out of bond money, as unde: previous 
administrations; and, beside curing for 
its own, the Council pald $380,000 to 
complete the outfall sewer for which 
the bond money proved insufficient. 

The Christmas paean really repre- 
cents a clear gain in three years of 
3 and not a “Jeficit’ as pic- 
ured. 


HOW IT WAS DONE. 
| The detailed story of how the Coun- 
ell is able to put its $500,0%. Christ- 
mas gift into the treasury stocking of 


Auditor Mushet, who has 
responsible for the condition of 
finances, will, as the city’s fiscal agent, 
present 4 narrative in coid-blooded fig- 
ures, His treatment of the subject 
win be supplemented by Councilman 
Wallace, chairman of the Finance 
Committee, and who, with Councilmen 
Dromgold and Blanchard, sliares credit 
equally with the auditor's credit. But 
this credit of not wholly theirs, for the 
unanimous action ot the Council at 
the end of each of the two last fiscal 
years has been necessary to carry the 
plan along. 

Briefly it is thie: The present Coun- 
cil went into office ‘in January, 1907 
facing a deficit of over $306,000. This 
was in the outfall sewer fund, and 
the first provision made was for the 
completion of this project.

Mystery of Killing of William Salter 
Has Been Cleared in the Minds of 
Twelve Men—Defendant’s Admie- 
sions and the Evidence Sufficient. 
Sentence This Morning. 


In Judge Wines court this forenoon 
Wms Ernsting will be arraigned to 

ve sentence for the killing of WH- 
liam Salter, a rich veteran, whose 


body was found in Center Alley on 


the night of August 15 last. 

At 98:20 o'clock last night, after 
deliberating for a little more than five 
hours, the jury, which had sat at the

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JAPAN IS REVISING TARIFF. 


Entire Government Force at Tokio Is 
at Work on New Protective 


Schedule.

TOKIO (Wednesday) Dec. 1.—Tariff 
revision and the new treaties of com- 
merce are now occupying the time and 
attention of almost the entire govern- 
ment forces in Tokio. At the coming 
session of the Diet, statutory rates will 
be fixed for a number of articles and 
changing to a very considerable ex- 
tent the present tariff. Some conven- 
tional tariffs will be left to the treaties 
but this wil] not be the general rule 
in the drawing of treaties, because it 
is the intention off Japan henceforth 
to establish her own tariff without re- 
gard to convention. 

Eleven years ago it might be said 
that the Japanese knew nothing about 
the framing of such treaties and little 
if anything of the details concerning 
tariffs. Since that time, however, this 
question of tariff has been given much 


attention and a force of experts has 1 


been at work continuously for several 
years. -It is estimated that Japan will 
not adopt a high protective tariff, but 
will endeavor to take a middle course 
of a tariff for revenue only, incidental- 
ly, however, protecting a number of 
her own interests. At present, the 
tariffs are uneven and in some cases 
considered unjust and exorbitant.
